Banfill, Auctioneer, relative to the auctioning off of the Mary M. Bates © 
property (for elementary school).

Auctioneer Banfill read the dulyeadvertised Public Auction and then stated, 
"since nobody appears to make a bid, we have fulfilled the function of the 
Public Auction, and I hereby so declare." 


Chairman Hosmer then asked Mrs. Bates if she had to leave the "Bates" proper- 


ty immediately. She stated it was "okay" as far as the contractors were 
concerned, for her to stay there until she is told, by them, to leave. 


Mr. Howes then stated he had partial release on the Hubley land, (for new 
Fire Station) that he would execute it at any time. 


The offer of the Contractor to remove buildings, (on Bates land) at a cost 
of $1,200.00, discussed. They (Contractors) to hold offer open until Sept. 
lst. Mr. Howes not’in favor of paying $1,200.00 to said Contractors. 
Selectman Hill in favor of running “Ad" in the Marlboro Enterprise, to sell 


Said buildings.

(McCue) did state that a radio-station man attended the discussion, that he 
had a tape recorder of it (the discussion), that he (McCue) doesn't want 
said tape recording used, that he (McCue) told the radio-station man not to 
use it. | 


Then appeared Mr. Novick with his lawyer, Judge Louis Farley, regarding the 
Public Hearing's being held tonight on the transferral of his (Novick's) 
Wines and Malt Beverages license to a Retail Package Goods License. Board 
in complete agreement that all papers regarding said transferral are in or- 
der.

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MINUTES OF MEETING, Special 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


June 16, 195 


The Board of Selectmen met with Supt. of Streets, Mr. Louis Pessini, at 

the property of Mr. Joseph Kenneth Murphy (Railroad Ave.), to see where he 
(Murphy) intended to connect a drain from his cellar to the Town drain that 
empties into Mr. Joseph Mauro's land. Mr. Murphy was instructed to deter- 
mine where his pipe would empty into the existing drain, also to find out 
who owns the land in question, and get permission from the owner of said 
land, to drain the water from his property. Mr. Murphy is to contact the 
Selectmen at a later date. 


The Board then investigated the Town-ownedland at the end of Lyman Street, 
by request of Mr. Alton Spurr, to cut the bank down and fill, to be used 
on the Newton land opposite the Spurr house. The Board instructed Supt. 
Pessini that they (the Board) would give Mr. Spurr permission to remove the 
bank, provided he (Spurr) would gravel the section, in order that the Town 
equipment could use it for a turn-around space. 


Then the Board investigated a drain on East Main Street, which emptied on 
the land now owned by Richard Mattioli, and which is stopped up, by fill, 
and which he (Mattioli) has been using for grading purposes. This being a 
drain that has been in existance for years, the Board is of the opinion 
that he (Mattioli) hasn't any right to plug same. Supt. of Streets to see 
Mre Mattioli and tell him said drain must be kept open. 


| The Board investigated the sidewalk, on Main Street, beginning at Middle 


Road, going west toward the Fay School. The Board advised the Supt. of 
Streets to remove the stone by the side of the existing gutter and taper 

off the walk side of the gutter, to conform with the street side of the gut- 
ter. 


The Board also made a quick "“look-see" at the ground to the rear of the 
Town Hall and the Pilgrim Congregational Church. (Supt. Pessini was in- 
structed some time ago,to get this area cleaned up, as Mr. Offutt, Cemetery 
Supt., offered to keep the grass mowed). It is now in very good condition. 


Then an investigation wasmade of the drain on Cordaville Road, on the 
O'Dell property. The Board found that gravel and fill that had been thrown 
in and around the brook, is the cause of the water not running freely, as 
it normally should. 


On complaint of Mrs. Mary Burke, to Selectman Pessini, the Board then in- 
vestigated her (Mary Burke's) property, and cellar and could find no pos- 
Sible liability to the Town, because of water in her cellar, nor could the 
Board locate a pipe in the back of the cellar wall, which she (Mrs. Burke) 
claimed was there, and which according to her complaint, carried water into 
her cellar--no further action is to be taken by the Board. 


The steps, at the Federated Church, were investigated. Mr. Pessini, (Supt.) 
was instructed to cut out or chisel away a section of the steps, which pro- 
truded beyond the new step which the Town Highway Department installed, 
when the sidewalk was built. 


The corner, at Parkerville Road and the Worcester Turnpike was also in- 
vestigated. Mr. Antonio Russo is dumping his cans and refuse, on his own 
property, just beyond the Town Line. The Board feels that, untéss said 
tin cans and refuse are covered, condition to become an unsightly one. 
Said Russo is being notified to take care of same.

Mr. McCarthy also in agree- 
ment to raising the Flag on the above-named days. 


Setting up of chairs, in the Town Hall, discussed. Mr. McCarthy stated as 
far as he was concerned the setting up of chairs was the job of the Custod- 
jan, if the Hall was being rented, if said Hall was let, free-of-charge, the 
parties concerned were t oset up their own chairs. One case was brought up 
where the Custodian had received instructions to set up chairs for the 

Fire Department who had the use of the Hall free-of-charge. Mr. McCarthy 
had received said instructions only a few hours before said chairs were to 
be set up. He (Mr. McCarthy) explained to the Board that he talked with 
Chief Boland about setting up chairs for the Fire Department and was in- 
formed by said Chief, that his (Chief Boland's) department would set up 

its own chairs. 


Chairman Hosmer told Mr. McCarthy he hadn't attended any of the meetings 

of the Board, to discuss any matters, with said Board. Mr. McCarthy replied 
"T have never been invited." Selectman Hill stated "the discussion seems 

to be a personal one and I am not in favor of such." Special Police duty 
discussed. Mr. McCarthy stated that, while he ws appointed as a Special 
Police Officer, for the Town Hall, he was not given an opportunity to act in 
that capacity.

Both Selectmen Hill and Pessini agreed that Mr. McCarthy has not been prop- 
erly notified relative to the setting up of chairs, etc., that the Board 
should give him (McCarthy) something in writing, relative to any instruc- 
tions said Board may agree on.

Mr..Howes also 
stated, "he (Police Chief) can't be discharged, except for cause shown"-= 
that "a public hearing" also has to be held, The Town Counsel contin-= 
ued by telling the Board of Selectmen that said Selectmen alone had the 
right to appoint a chief of police, Selectman Pessini feels that ex- 
aminations should be given, and stated "as far as I am concerned, Fred 
(Present Chief, so-called) could take it" (examination.) Mr. Howes 
stated he is of the opinion that Mr. Sanchioni would not take said exam- 
ination, Chairman Hill asked the Town Counsel if the Department of 
Public Safety had any Standard examination forms, "I don't know," 
stated the Town Counsel. Qualifications, for taking said examination, 
discussed. The Town Counsel stated ' ‘certain restrictions and limit- 
ations would have to be carefully considered before examinations could 
be given.".

"rou would have the right to make a decision," ."you would be like a 
judicial Body, that the facts showed cause," and the Chief would have 
the right to go to court, that sufficient evidence would have to be 
gotten before any chief could be discharged." "I don't think you have 
to prove that anyone is guilty of a larceny," stated Mr. Howes. Accord-= 
ing to Mr. Howes, the Board.of Selectmen would not have to prove a 
criminal act against a chief of police "beyond the shadow of a doubt." 
Chairman Hill questions the possibility of running into trouble if exam- 
inations are given. According to the Town Counsel, the Selectmen have 
to conduct an examination. Mr. Howes also stated he "looked up every 
Statute and everything concerning O97A, that, at the present time, 

"there is no Chief of Police in the Town of "Southborough. " (The Town 
voted, at its Annual Meeting in March, to accept 9'7A)

14, 1955, stating to Selectmen's Clerk they did not think there had been 
a sufficient number of accidents on Reute. 9, during last October, Nov- 
ember, and December, since crossovers were established, to warrant a 
change.) Parkerville and White Bagley Road discussed, Mr. Sanchioni 
then reported that "the Gulf Gasoline is not as good as the other." He 
(Chief) "doesn't know whether or not the cruiser is getting as good a 
mileage." 


Then appeared Selectman, Francis R, Pessini, also, Mr. McCarthy, Mr. 
FitzMaurice, and Mr. Rassutti, of the Department of Public Works, to dis-= 
cuss the crossovers on Route 9, Selectman Pessini told Mr. McCarthy that 
the State came back "after two (2) weeks and closed the pumping station 
crossover.”

Selectman Pessini is in favor of send- 
ing the Chief to a Police School, provided said Chief has a meritorious 
record. Hight man, should orie be appointed, is to have one (1) night 

a week off. Chairman Hill is in favor of paying nightman Sixty-five 
($65.00) Dollars a week,

also being notified of his appointmant. ©

Chairman Hill quite frankly told Chief Mattioli that "when the time came 
for appointing a Police Chief, I was in favor of reappointing fred (Mr. 
Fill meant former Police Chief Sanchioni) but you were appointed by the ~ 
majority of the soard--I am for you now 100%-- as. far as that goes you 
are IT," ; 


Discussion followed relative to organizing the Police Department. Mr. 
Hill again stated, "I am in favor of one (1) full-time man." Mr. Hill 
expressed the feeling that the Police Chief should not be expected to be 
on twenty-four hour duty, that police work cannot be done well on such a 
basis. Newly-appointed, Chief Mattioli, handed in a list of names, in- 
cluding Mr. Joseph Noberini's, to be considered for Police Officers. 

Chief Mattioli, at this time, also asked the Boards permission to have his 
wife do the Folice Clerical work--‘ote unanimous. (Said work is being 
done free-of-charge.) 


Retractive police pay, discussed. Selectman Pessini said, “there is no 
such thing in the warrant, at the present time--I don't know how we can 
pay retractive pay back to January lst." Chairman Hill suggested tak- 
ing the matter of retractive pay to the Town Counsel. ‘Sick leave dis- 
cussed. Mr. Hill stated, "ten (10) day's sick leave--a week's vacation 
with pay." Telephone at the Chief's home discussed--to be installed 
April 26th--Chief's salary discussed. Selectman Pessini is in favor of 
paying the Chief for extra hours,if he finds it "necessary" to go out on 
call over and above his regular day's work. Chief Mattioli than stated, 
"T like my work well enough to do whatever work is needed." Selectman 
Pessini feels it will take over $2000.00 to run the Police Department, 
Salary, oer week, for the Police Chief, set at Seventy-five ($75.00) 
Dollars, plus whatever is overtime. Selectman Pessini is also in favor 
of four (4) reserve officers. Chairman Hill pwinted out to the Board 
that it, is better to have a man on regularly, that such a man could take 
a great? nore interest in his police work than the man who only works part 
time. Chief Mattioli is in favor of having Mr. Noberini as his Regular 
Police Officer, pointing out to the Board,his experience, etc. Chair- 
man Hill stated, "our observation has been that Joe (Mr. Noberini) hasn't 
any personality to meet the people." "If Joe is put on, he has got to 
have a lot more training," stated Selectman Goff. Mr. Goff continued by 
stating, "he (Noberini) doesn't speak civilly to people, when he writes 
out a ticket." Selectman Pessini stated, that it was the general feel- 
ing of the Town, and this feeling had been broght to his attention bya 
number of people, that someone else other than Mr. Noberini be appointed 
as a regular officer. Selectman Pessini then mentioned the name of Mr, 
Henry Pietrsiak of Oak Hill Road, Fayville. Chairman Hill expressed the 
thought that the Police Department should be set up so that a man is on 
duty eight (8) hours of the day, so that greater police protection may be 
had.

Than appeared Mr. Donald Banks. Chapter 97A, of the General Laws, widely 
discussed, with Mr. Banks.

Salary of Regular Patrolman, discussed, with Mr. Banks, After further 
discussion with him (Banks), the Board was in complete agreement to vote 
said Banks in as Regular Patrolman.

Then appeared Mr. Alfred W. Howes, Town Counsel. Selectman Pessini asked

as a possible special officer. Chairman Hill stated, "I am of the. 

Opinion that Chief Mattioli would like to name some of the men he would 
want on the force." Chief Mattioli favors Allison R. Booth. Constable 
discussed.

Chairman Hill then asked the Town Counsel, "if the Board doesn't approve 
the Rules and Regulations as established: vy the Police Chief, is it your 
opinion we can appoint a Police Sergeant and set his salary?" Mr. Howes 
stated, "I think you can."

"it will require an additional appropriation." Mr. Onthank went on to state 
that many elm trees had become diseased. Chairman Hill asked Mr. Onthank 

if he had sprayed elms “under the Moth Department?" "Had to do spraying, | 
twice," stated Mr. Onthank, also stating that many trees had already died on 
Framingham Road. The Moth Supt. informed the Board he had asked the Ad- 
visory Board, last year, for more money and did not receive any. Mre Onthank 
stated “we were well caught up--a tree may be perfectly healthy and by July 
it is gone." Selectman Pessini asked Mr. Onthank if he hires private tree 
companies to do some of the work.

Police work on the Toll Road, again discussed.. Selectmen Goff reported that 
Mr. Henry Baker of Latisquama Road is destrous of obtaining work on said Road.

Then appeared the Town Accountant, Fred L. Baker, insurance for the new 
Fire Truck discussed. Bills approved for payment, Warrant #51,. 4mt.$16,755.16 


Then appeared the Police Chief, Francis Mattioli giving in his report from 
June 9 to July 7, 1956, which concerned seven(7) accidents two (2) emergency 
trips to hospital, one (1) act of vandalism, twce nuisance calls, the serving 
of two (2) summons, the finding of seven (7) business establishements open, 
one (1) case on the sale of liquor; two (2) breaks, one (1) fire of suspi- 
cious origin, the returning of three (3) patients to the Westboro State Hosp- 
ital, and the burying of four (4) stray dogs. Chief. Mattioli also reported 
that he had been warned by the "garage" that the cruiser is in very poor con-. 
dition, that said cruiser must not be made to travel too fast. Chief Mattioll

Then appeared Mr. Austin E. Kelly, and Mr. Joseph Cummings, Sr., Election 
Warden, for Precinct Jl. 


The Town Clerk read aloud Chapter 54, Section 13, of the General Laws, rela- 
tive to the powers of the Town Clerks concerning elections. Then Mr. Kelly 
asked Mr. Cummings to explain-his actions at the last election. Mr. Cummings 
stated he had received a telephone call, which had been taken by his daughter 
"to cancel the meeting." (There was no telephone at this time, at the new 
Southville Fire Station, where Elections are now being held) Mr. Cummings 
continued by stating that when he received the above message, he closed the 
Polls. The Town Clerk asked him why de didn't try to get to a tphone and check 
on this message with him? Mr. Cummings explained it was-impossible to "get up 
to Mrs. Mooney's under conditions." (There had been a bad snow storm on the 
day of Election) Mr. Cummings admitted he was wrong in closing the Polls with- 
out checking with the Town Clerk. Mr. Kelly reminded Mr. Gummings that it 
was in his power to discharge him, because of the serousness of the natter, 
| and that. under no circumstances can Polls be closed. It was brought out at 
ms this meeting that the meeting referred to by Mr. Cummings daughter, concerned 
the Holy Name of which Mr. Cummings is a member. Mr. Kelly then asked Mr. 
Cummings why it took "so long to count-votes?" " IT think you ought to famil- 
jarize yourself with the Laws." "you will have my resignation", stated Mr. 
Cummings. "The Polls were closed for ten (10) minutes," Mr. Cummings said. 
Mr. Kelly stated he had received calls to the effect that persons wishing to 
vote, were unable to do so because of said Polls! being closed. ."You could 
have caused the Election to be listed as illegal.¥ stated the Town Clerk. 
Selecman Hill told Mr. Cummings "we have not called you here for your resign- 
ation, we have called you up for an explanation." Mr. Hill continued, "I 
say that Joe did err, but not intentionally, through misunderstanding of the 
message that came over the 'phone." "I am going to ask Joe not to resign--I 
am sure this thing won't happen again." Chairman Pessini stated he felt 
that the whole thing was a misunderstanding -and doubted such a thing would 
ever happen again. Both the Town Clerk and the Selectmen, asked Mr. Cummings 
to let them know whether or not he would resume as Warden, for Precinct ll. 
Said notice to be in writing. 


Then appeared Mr. Stanley Kerbal, Mgr, of the Turnpike Food and Liguor Mart, 
and Patrolman, Donald Bankse Chairman Pessini read aloud a report as rec- 
eived in this office, which had been made out by Patrolman Banks concerning 
the "PURCHASE"of liquor by a sixteen-year old boy. Patrolman Banks immediate- 
ly stated he was wrong in using the word "PURCHASE", as he had been watching 
from the outside of the store, that the boy, in question, went over to the 
| place where the liquor was, took out said liquor, laid the money on the table, 
“== that the transaction was not completed since it had not been rung up in the 
cash register. : 


Patrolman Banks continued stating, by the time he had gotten into the store, 
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Mr, Kerbal had ‘caieaied. that Mr. Kerbal did- noe take- the money. that. was on 
the table. Mr. Kerbal then stated- "we had one (1) light by- the door. on, we 
were actually closed--as I came up from the cellar, there was this kid, "TI 
had never seen the kid before--Patrolman Banks went over and questioned him 
and the boy said he was only 16." Mr. Kerbal stated that he has a sign in 
his store that reads "You can't serve yourself in this state." Mr. Kerbal' 
also stated that he would get a larger sign so that it will be more eas- -= 
ily read. Patrolman Banks told the Board that he had had a complaint 
from Mr. John Costantino on Central Street that four (4) boys had been in 
his (Costantino'ts ) store and that said boys-had been very "rude" to him. 
That because of this complaint, he (patrolman Fanks) cireled the area from 
Mr. Costantino'ts store up around Harvest Hill and than back to the Food and 
Liquor Mart, -where he (Banks) saw through the window, what was going on. 
Selectman Goff stated, "I have all the confidence in Stanley ®erbal, and I 
dontt think this report should have been made by Patrolman Banks and sent to 
the Selectments office.
